2A.1.—Joseph 
Nimmo, e.x-Chief of the liureat] of Statis­ 
tics, has written a letter to Ihé Xational 
Kepublirun on the deficiency of coast de­ 
fenses in California. Nim mo say s: The 
Golden Gate can be perfectly commanded 
by steel guns and other appliances of war, 
and San Francisco is the ne.lural entrepot 
of the vast area west of the Kocky M ount­ 
ain divide. The geographical characteris­ 
tics and commercial importance of the Bay 
of San Francisco may perhaps he better ap­ 
preciated by seeing that it is the only great 
harbor and safe roadstead of the Pacific 
coast, from Cape Flattery to San Diego, a 
distance of 1,350 miles, equal to the dis­ 
tance from Kastport, Maine, to 
Beau­ 
fort, Sonth Carolina, and 
that along 
this whole coast there extends a chain 
of m ountains broken only by the Colum­ 
bia river and San Francisco bay. This 
orolpgical feature of the continent forbids 
a Cjastw s ; trade such as we have on the 
Atlantic seaboard. 
For this reason the 
great currents of internal commerce on the 
I’aeifie slope must move alm ost exclusively 
on railroads. 
Those lines meet at San 
Francisco bay, where nature has provided 
the only harbor tor m aritim e commerce on 
ilte Pacific coast south of the m outh of the 
Columbia river. 
Relatively. .San Francisco occupies a 
much more im portant position, with respect 
to the commercial and industrial interests 
of the western side of the continent, than 
does anv one of our A tlantic seaports with 
respect to the eastern side. The vast com­ 
mercial and industrial interests throughout 
the Pacific slope would therefore suffer by 
the fall of San Francisco. The value of de­ 
structible 
property 
in 
San 
Francisco 
alonéis $181,000,000, and the value of all 
the towns and cities on San Francisco Bay 
fully $200,000,000; hut the political inter­ 
ests involved in the defense of San Fran­ 
cisco and San Francisco Bay ought perhaps 
to be regarded as param ount, even to the 
important property and commercial inter­ 
ests to which reference has just been made. 
W hile the war of the rebellion was going 
on it was deemed a m atter of suiTicient im ­ 
portance—from a political, as well as com­ 
mercial, point of view —to expedite the 
construction of the Union and Central Pa­ 
cific Railroads by an enormous land grant, 
and the loan of the national credit to the 
extent ot $61,000,000, but how much more 
im portant to-day are both the political and 
lhe commercial considerations involved in 
the defense of San Francisco Bay ? 
The Board on Fortifications and Other 
Defenses, composed of m ilitary and civil 
experts, in their report rendered January 
23, 1886, estimates the cost of adequate de­ 
fense for San Francisco at $27.868,150, 
which includes $10,725,000 lor floating bat­ 
teries and their armaments. These bat­ 
teries are necessary as a substitute for forts 
in the case of San Francisco, for the reason 
that it is not possible to place guns in a 
defensive position upon 
land, and far 
enough from the city in order to prevent 
vessels from approaching it within shelling 
distance. 
W hen the cost ot the necessary 
sea-coast defenses for San Francisco are 
contrasted with the im portant commercial, 
industrial and political interests which 
would thereby be protected, the delay in 
providing such w orksseem stobeindicative 
of want of sensibi ity to the honor and dig- 
ni’y of the country, and blindness to an 
essential condition of its safely.

A man-of-war was brought to 
the port, too, and Constables arrested some 
of the Indians, but they were released. 
Then the town asked the Canadian Gov­ 
ernm ent to turn the Bishop out, but noth­ 
ing was done. 
A few weeks ago another lot of Consta­ 
bles and a man-of-war tried to get hold of 
the natives of the town. They were not 
altogether successful, and

Indians 
swore the annoyance m ust stop, even if 
they had to go to battle.

them that if they fought he would leave 
them .

Duncan to go 
to W ashington and arrange, if possible, for 
getting a grant of land in Alaska from the 
U nited States Government.

T h e Irish O u estion . 
London, December 22d. — Chamberlain 
has written to a correspondent a letter in 
which he says he still adheres to his origi­ 
nal Irish scheme, which has nothing in 
common with Gladstone's measure.

A. J. Mundelia, a m em ­ 
ber of the last Glad stone Cabinet, in a spo-ch 
to-day expressed his approval of the plan 
of campaign.

D u b l i n , December 22d.—Four evicted 
farmers at Tinhalla, near C'arrick-on-Suir, 
I ave reoccopied t ieir holdings under an 
agreement f.-r a 15-years purchase.

The Nation advises tenants that in ease the 
plan of campaign should result in a fail­ 
ure. to keep their rent money themselves. 
It is an essential condition of' victory, says 
the Nation, that tenants shall not pay rack 
rents, because their refusal to do so will 
abolish landlordism in Ireland. 
A g ita tio n in U ls te r. 
D ublin, December 22d.—The anti-rfnt 
agitation in Ulster is spreading daily, and 
many tenants arejoiningthe m ovement for 
lower rents. To-day the tenants on the 
large estates made a demand for 25 per cent, 
reduction. 
P u rn ell IVepn*in«j f o r A ctio n . 
D ublin, December 22d.—It can he nu- 
thoritativdy stated that Parnell it con­ 
vinced tiiat the position of ¡lie Irish ten­ 
ants is worse now than when he introduced 
his anti-eviction bill. T hat the ¡dan of 
campaign has, as asserted, procured abate­ 
m ents in rents where everything else has 
failed, he regards as improbable. He thinks 
it remarkable that the Government should 
propose a coercion bill, as the entire ab­ 
sence of crime leaves no excuse for coer­ 
cion. The suppression of the Irish Na­ 
tional League would inevitably result in 
the formation of secret societies that would 
rival one another in the commission of 
crime, and thus necessitate the landlords 
asking Parliam ent for 
further coercive

THE IHTEBSTATE COMMERCE BILL. 
The dispatches say that the interstate 
commerce bill is certain to pass both 
houses of Congress. We do not accept this 
statement as absolutely prophetic. As it 
now stands the bill means such check of 
shipments of produce from [mints far distant 
from market, as to inhibit their movement. 
That Congress will permit such an injustice 
seems scarcely possible, yet the dispatches 
sneak of it as assured. The bill might well 
1* entitled an Act to put an end to the 
marketing of California products, by a pro­ 
cess of grading through rates up to the 
standard of local and way rates, which 
of course means the end of through ship­ 
ments at rates that will leave to the pro­ 
ducer any margin of profit, since the lines 
must earn their support chiefly from local 
traffic. To that abandonment or raising of 
through rates the transportation companies 
will be driven, in the opinion of Senator 
Stanford, who, it will l>e conceded, thor­ 
oughly understands the question, and 
knows whereof he speaks when he declares 
that the transcontinental lines cannot exist 
upon a uniform tariff' measured by the 
through rate, and therefore the latter at 
anything like the present scale would 
cease. The suggestion is made that in a 
matter of such vital moment to the trade 
and producing interests of California, the 
representatives of those interests should 
- take some action expressive of their senti­ 
ments regarding it. The San Francisco 
Altn doubts if such expression would do 
much good, because the bill being 
aimed at the “ railroad head,” there 
is 
such 
a 
very 
large 
class 
of 
people who wish the blow delivered, on 
the general principle that to punish a rail­ 
way corjioration is justifiable under any 
circumstances. But the fact is, the pun­ 
ishment in every case of that kind is ulti­ 
mately visited upon the people. The in- 
ter-dependeut relations of transportation 
find production and trade are such, that 
there can be no serious injury to one that 
will not he reflected in the other. The 
anti-railroad advocates assume that all 
coercive measures applied to railways are 
beneficial to the people. But practice and 
theory are at outs on that point. The 
railways have not suffered in any part of 
the country by reason of disarrangement 
of tariffs, that the country has not equally 
taken punishment. Under the bill, says 
the Alta, “ the price of a freight car, con­ 
veying ten tons, from San Francisco to 
New York would be $3,0011. Our fruit­ 
growers have been voluntarily promised it 
for $300. At the Reagan rate an orchard- 
ist will have to sell the land his fruit grew 
on to pay freight on its product.” Of 
course such operation would speedily de­ 
feat itself. It would appear that such re­ 
sults demonstrable by argument, ought to 
command a halt in the demand for the pas­ 
sage of the measure. 


THE NATURALIZATION AMENDMENT. 
The new bill to modify the naturaliza­ 
tion laws docs not appear to have virtues 
strongly commending it. The thought of 
the hour is in favor of restricting instead 
of enlarging naturalization privileges. 
The new hill proposes to admit the foreign 
Iwrn to the privileges and duties of citizen­ 
ship after three veurs’ residence, but to ex­ 
elude him from the exercise of the right 
of suffrage until—as cow provided— a res 
idence of five years has been attained. 
The provision is added that the applicant 
shall lie able to speak the Knglish lan­ 
guage, with what degree of proficiency is 
not stated. The purpose of the measure is 
not clear; just what is to lie gained by it 
does not disclose itself to us. There is 
virtue in the provision that an affidavit 
testifying to the good moral character and 
the law-abiding disposition of the alien 
shall accompany the petition, but it would 
be better if several such affidavits were re 
quired, and the character of the affiants 
certified to bv some official directly re­ 
sponsible to the jieople. So far as the 
right to vote is concerned, there is no 
change proposed. Whether there will be 
anything gained by imposing the duties of 
citizenship upon the alien who petitions 
for its privileges, short of the voting pro­ 
bation, is the question. At first view we 
do not discover what is to be attained. It 
will of course affect property transmission 
by aliens in States where restrictions are 
imposed in that direction upon that class ; 
it will enlarge the lists of those liable to 
lie called to duty by the Government. It 
might have a tendency to attach aliens 
fitted for citizenship by character and 
uniform good behavior, to the country,and 
make them more studious of the principles 
of free government. But the people will 
look upon the measure—and justifiably— 
with suspicion and as calculated to relax 
rather than strengthen the existing natural­ 
ization laws. It will certainly become an 
interesting topic for comment, should it 
Teach a stage when its passage will be 
asked for. In the present short session, 
however, crowded as it is with so much 
matured business, it is not likely that the 
bill will lie reached. 


I AND THOU. 
I’rofessor Porter thus puts it: “So soon 
as anyone says I to himself, by the self­ 
conscious recognition of his own jierson- 
alitv, he says thou to his neighbor, with as 
distinct a recognition of a similar person­ 
ality in him." That is a concise wav of 


putting the axiomatic proposition that 
whatever right we claim for ourselves we 
must concede to another, since a common 
nature belongs to both. Now all right de­ 
pends upon duty, for the latter means cer­ 
tain regulations which we call laws, and 
the announcement of which is the voice of 
society; duty-doing, therefore, is fortify­ 
ing and defending natural rights. When, 
therefore, malicious and misguided men 
stand upon Sutter street, in San Francisco, 
and throw rotten eggs at the street cars, 
because the owners refuse to employ them, 
they do something worse than violate the 
law, they estop themselves of protest when 
society, exasperated by their conduct, shall 
take them by the neck and heels without 
process of law. It is this thing that will 
come about, deplore it as we may, unless 
the lawless element in San Francisco 
awakens pretty soon to the true relation of 
the I and the thou. What with the fre­ 
quency of murder, the knowledge that 
six men out of ten go armed, that all 
the vicious and lawless characters carry 
deadly weapons; what with the law’s de­ 
lays, the weakness of juries, the rule of 
unprincipled men, the timidity of officials, 
and the outrageous conduct of the strikers 
—it ought not surprise any one if in San 
Francisco there should develop “ orderly 
disorder,” as some one has termed the re­ 
volts “for” the law.

THE STANFORD UNIVERSITY. 


SINGULAR CHURCH ORDER. 
The order of the Cincinnati Archbishop, 
as telegraphed yesterday, forbidding Cath­ 
olics to sing in churches of differing faith, 
promises to raise a breeze among profes­ 
sional musicians. This class sing ia choirs 
as a business; with them it is not devo­ 
tional exercise, but labor for hire. To pro­ 
hibit such as are Catholics from plying 
their vocation in other churches, is to cut 
off the means to a livehood for the great 
mass of them, since the Catholic singers 
outnumber the Catholic churches able to 
hire them. 
One, a tenor of some promi­ 
nence in Cincinnati, has found it necessary 
under this decree, to choose between bread 
and butter for his family and obedience to 
the authority of the Church. He has wise­ 
ly decided in favor of physical need and 
domestic duty. 
From the priestly stand- 
lioint, his excommunication, should it fol­ 
low. will imperil his soul’s salvation, but 
from the stand¡ioint of non-conformists the 
tenor will be looked upon as heroic and 
manly in his revolt. 
The world at large has nothing to do 
with the internal economy of any church ; 
each has the right to govern and discipline 
its members as it may choose, within the 
law of the land; but that the Catholic 
Church will add strength to itself hv such 
intolerance as that noted, no one can be­ 
lieve. If it had forbidden its singers prac­ 
ticing their art in vicious places; had 
charged 
them 
not 
to 
prostitute 
their art to the purposes of the 
low concert hall, the vulgar variety theater 
and the resorts of revelers, under pain of 
being “cut oflj” it would have had the 
sympathy and moral support of the mass 
of peoples. But forbidding singers of that 
faith to visit other places of worship in a 
purely business capacity, will neither com­ 
mand the respect nor the silent approval 
of the people. The Church in Rome may 
be able to control its following in such a 
matter—here it is not at all likely that it 
can do so. It might as well carryits log! 
forward, and forbid Catholic musical in­ 
strument makers to manufacture them for 
churches of other faiths. It might just as 
well make still another logical advance, 
and forbid Catholic shopmen to sell wares 
and merchandise for use in other churches, 
or by tbe members thereof. The exclusive 
policy in the one case would be no more 
intolerant than in the other. The use of 
the human voice in song is a commodity; 
the possessor of a good voice hires it out to 
use or sells its notes, precisely as the land­ 
lord does his property, or the merchant 
his goods. It is a matter of business— 
nothing eLse; and the attempt to regulate 
it by priestly device will, in the blaze o 
intelligence and tolerance of the age, com­ 
pletely fail. 


TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 


Senator Saulsbury has introduced a bill 
amending the naturalization laws.

General Miles did not receive Cleveland’s 
order not to accept a conditional surren­ 
der front Gerónimo until he had already 
done so. 
A. Laurence Hopkins has answered his 
wife’s complaint in the divorce suit by a 
general denial of the charges made. No 
counter charges were made by him. 
Grand Master Powderly has issued an 
order prohibiting Knights of Labor from 
subscribing money in the name of the 
Order for the relief of the condemned 
Anarchists. 
Henry George has canceled all his lecture 
engagements in Canada. His tour has been 
abandoned owing to the anticipated small 
attendance, in view of the attention given 
to the approaching provincial elections. 
Near Blair, Neb.. II. Buttenschou was 
murdered on Monday night in his house, 
and while surrounded by his family, by 
some one shooting him throngh a window. 
No motive for tbe crime is known. Great 
excitement prevails over the mystery. 
The Duke of Sutherland, whose remark­ 
able style of dress caused society to shudder 
last spring, has returned tp New- York from 
England, bringing his friends with him. 
including Mrs. Arthur Blair and Miss 
Blair. They go to Charleston soon in the 
Duke’s yacht for a cruise to the West In­ 
dies. 
The San Diego Chamber of Commerce 
has appointed a committee to confer with 
the Crocker railroad party and make over­ 
tures to encourage the extension of the 
Southern Pacific to that town. It is re­ 
ported that the company wi.ll extend its 
branch, the Los Angeles and San Diego 
road, from Santa Ana to San Diego. 
The News' Detroit special says : Tom 
Shirmau, General Sherman's son, has en­ 
tered a Jesuit school in this city as a 
teacher, or scholastique, preparatory to 
finally takingorders. Therehas been some 
gossip of a breach between the young man 
and his father because of this step, but the 
young man declares that their relations are 
pleasant. 
Andy Fields (colored), under arrest at 
Lagrotie, in the western part of Texas, for 
incendiarism, was taken from tbe jail by 
the citizens on Saturday night and hanged. 
On Sunday morning he was found still 
hanging, but alive, having been able to 
touch the ground with his toes and keep 
from strangling. He was cut down, and is 
out of danger. 
At a meeting of Socialists in New York 
Tuesday night. Colonel Richard Hinton, 
Dr. Aveling and others denounced the 
Westchester authorities, who propose to 
give tramps a choice between working and 
drowning. The meeting passed resolutions 
favoring the use of any means for destroy­ 
ing the intended “temple of terror” built by 
the Westchester Supervisors. 
The New York Sun says: It is stated on 
pretty good authority, though without of­ 
ficial" confirmation as yet, that Archbishop 
Corrigan has removed Rev. Dr. McGlynn 
from the parish of St. Stephen's, and that 
the future rector of the church is to be 
Rev. Charles McCready. of the Church of 
the Holy Cross. Dr. McGlynn, it is also 
stated, is to be installed as pastor of the 
Church of the Assumption, at Peekskill. 
These changes are, it is said, to take place 
in about a fortnight.

drainage, water supply, social conditions, 
educational facilities, etc., etc., including a 
detailed and authentic statement concern­ 
ing the lands, altitudes, waters, foothills 
and valleys of each county, and the dis­ 
tinctive portions of each, and their adapt­ 
ability to varied agriculture and horti­ 
culture.

The Southern Pacific has received no in­ 
timation of the reported resignation of A. 
C. Hutchinson, General Manager of the 
Southern Pacific Atlantic system. 
The Lick glasses are now on their way 
toSan Francisco.via New Orleans, in the car 
Davy Crockett. They will probably arrive 
in San Jose shortly after the first of the 
month. 
Paul Cullen, the young man who was 
injured on the Park and Ocean Railroad 
last Sunday, is in a very critical condition 
at his home, 59 South Park. His skull was 
so badly fractured that trepanning was 
deemed necessary. 
Louis Holz was suffocated in his home 
at 1175 Wildey alley, last Saturday night, 
but the case was not reported until Tues­ 
day to the Coroner. Holz on retiring 
blew out the gas, and when he was dis­ 
covered on Sunday morning his room was 
filled with gas. The deceased was a native 
of Germany, 00 years of age, and was mar­ 
ried.The collection which was taken up at 
the request of Mrs. George Hcarst by the 
pupils of the public schools in aid of the 
children whose parents were drowned by 
the flood at Sabine Pass, Tex., now amounts 
to $725 88. This sum has been turned into 
the treasury and will soon be handed over 
to Mrs. Hearst to forward to its destina- 
jn.On Tuesday afternoon George Hathaway, 
a 15-year-old boy, was watching the unload­ 
ing of a schooner at Harrison-street wharf. 
Among the cargo were some boxes of 
apples, one of which fell and burst open. 
Hathaway picked up one, when, as he 
charges, the mate seized him and threw 
him upon the dock, causing a fracture of 
the left shoulder. 
A chemical analysis of the contents of 
the stomach of Thomas Phillips, who was 
found dead in Brenbam place last Saturday 
morning, revealed the presence of nothing 
bnt alcohol. The analysis was rendered 
necessary by the frantic efforts of the Cor­ 
oner to "prove that Phillips had been mur­ 
dered, notwithstanding the fact that an 
autopsy showed that he had died from nat­ 
ural causes. 
Andrew Schwartz was in Berkeley on 
Sunday night and he missed the last train 
to his home near Alcatraz station. He 
started to walk home and had got as far as 
the junction of Adeline street and Shat- 
tnck avenue, when four men started up 
and closed in on him, throwing him down, 
without hurting him much They searched 
liia [lockets and robbed him of ail the coin 
he had—nearly $50. He is a laboring man 
with a family and feels the loss severely. 
John Hastie, of Oakland, has been miss­ 
ing since Saturday last. He has a wife and 
two children. He was paid $30 in coin by 
his employer during the day. That night 
he was seen in a saloon on Broadway talk­ 
ing with a man who tried to borrow from 
him fifteen cents, offering as security an 
imitation diamond pin. Since that time 
Mr. Hastie has not been seen, nor has any 
word been received by his wife, who is in 
terrible distress. 
Fred Brockman, a German ship-carpen- 
ter from Coos Bay, left his lodgings on 
Folsom street, near First, last evening 
early, and came uptown to have a good 
time. Among other places, he visited the 
Bella Union Theater, and left there about 
midnight. He started to walk toward his 
lodging, as he supposed, but, being unac­ 
quainted with the city, he lost his way. 
During his wanderings he was robbed and 
beaten nearly to death.

F a rth er D etails of th e Flans for the G reat 
Institution. 
[By telegraph. I 
W ashington, December 21st.—Francis A. 
Walker has submitted to Senator Stanford 
his suggestions in regard to the first steps 
to be taken in building the Stanford Uni­ 
versity. He says that the initial plan 
should contemplate the erection of twelve 
buildings devoted to instruction and re­ 
search and one to administration, making 
thirteen in all. These buildings do not in­ 
clude those intended for the residences of 
pupils and teachers, and they are also in 
addition to those that it may be decided to 
erect in the future for a chápel, a museum 
of natural history, a library, a museum of 
fine arts, and a gymnasium. In regard to 
the thirteen buildings that Mr. Walker sug­ 
gests should be erected at once, he strongly 
recommends that they be in a high degree 
uniform in structure. He recommends 
that they be one story in bight and they 
be built of stone. 
More light is required than can be 
obtained from windows set into the 
walls of the building, and additional light 
can easily be obtained through glass tiles 
or glass windows in the roof He recom­ 
mends that the thirteen buildings be of 
three standard lengths, namely, 110 feet 
90 feet and 70 feet. The depth of the 
building should be fifty feet rlear between 
the outer walls, and the bight such as to 
give fifteen or sixteen clear feet. Where 
greater bight is required for the purpose of 
lecture-rooms. in physics or chemistry for 
example, it could be obtained by breaking 
and raising the roof over such lecture- 
rooms. 
The thirteen buildings are to be devoted 
to tbe following uses: Chemistry, mechan­ 
ical engineering, mechanical arts, civil en­ 
gineering and drawing, physics and elec­ 
trical engineering, language and literature, 
geology and mineralogy, history and 
political science, administration, biology, 
including botany and physiology, indus­ 
trial design, architecture, general reading- 
room. This system would give about 55,­ 
000 square feet of floor surface net, devoted 
to laboratories and recitation, lecture and 
dining-rooms, libraries, etc. By adding 
“ L V ’tothe rear of the buildings addi­ 
tional room amounting to 20,090 square 
feet could be acquired, thus providing for 
the accommodation of 000 students. Mr. 
Walker recommends that six of these 
buildings be erected immediately and the 
others can then follow in two, three or five 
years, as the needs of the university may 
demand. 
The manner in which these buildings 
should be located has been thoroughly dis­ 
cussed by Senator Stanford, Mr. Walker 
and Mr. Olmstcnd. Two plans were sug­ 
gested : That they be arranged in the form 
of a crescent, and that they be arranged in 
the form of a quadrangle. Senator Stan­ 
ford decided to accept the latter form, and 
Mr.Walker recommends that the six build­ 
ings be placed on one of the loDg sides of 
the quadrangle, and that the remaining 
seven be placed on the opposite side, and 
that the two shorter sides of the quadrangle 
be reserved for the general library, the mu­ 
seum of natural history, the museum of 
fine arts, etc. Mr. Olmstead’s plan also 
provides for a second quadrangle, around 
which another series of buildings could be 
erected in case the demands of the Univer­ 
sity require them. Mr. Walker heartily 
recommends one-story buildings. Both he 
and Mr. Olmstead agree that buildings of 
this character, made of massive rough 
stone and connected by an arcade, may be 
made singularly effective and picturesque. 
In regard to the housing of students, Mr. 
Walker recommends the introduction of 
the cottage system for all the girls or young 
women who have to attend away from their 
homes and outside of families, and even 
for young men he thinks the cottage sys­ 
tem the most advantageous. If it be ob­ 
jected that the board would cost more, he 
would recommend that the cottages be 
erected around a small park, with a com­ 
mon kitchen and dining-room. 
The most important part of Profess- r 
Walker’s suggestions relates to the order 
in which the several parts of the university 
shall be brought into existence and opera­ 
tion. It is Senator Stanford's idea to have 
a preparatory school, a college, und then 
the university for original research. In 
addition to this, he proposed to have pri­ 
mary schools for the use of young children 
in the families that may come to the uni­ 
versity to educate their older children. 
Professor Walker recommends that only 
the college (so-called) be now undertaken, 
and that this be only open in the first in­ 
stance to young men. Starting with the 
college for young men. Professor Walker 
recommends that there be no formal in­ 
auguration of proper university work, a3 
understood at Cambridge, but that the de­ 
velopment of such work be left to follow 
gradually and insensibly. To this end he 
urges that the teaching staff of the college 
should be constituted on the most liberal 
scheme—far in excess of the needs of un­ 
der-graduate instruction. If the chairs of 
instruction in the coliege are filled by 
earnest, ambitious and progressive young 
men who have a laboratory at their com­ 
mand, and are not weighed down and over­ 
burdened by the necessities of under-grad­ 
uate teaching, the university work will 
begin of itself. 
As regards the introduction of young 
women to the college. Professor Walker 
recommends that it take place as soon as 
the main difficulties of founding the insti­ 
tution for young men have been satisfacto­ 
rily overcome. He also recommends the 
common use, indiscriminately by the two 
sexes, of all laboratories and libraries.

others dishonest. H e would allow them 
to segregate themselves into the classes as 
they saw fit 
The cases of John Brown,

Prank Robertson, arrested for dis­ 
turbing the peace of W. F. Frazier, pleaded 
guilty and was fined $40, or forty davs. 


Narrow E scape. 
Yesterday forenoon, as the local pas­

lie having celebrated the recovery of his 
liberty by getting astonishingly drunk. Pat 
has been under arrest many times, and 
gains his sobriquet of “the Bishop” by 
burglarizing St. Rose Church a few years 
ago and stealing, among other articles, one 
of the priests’ robes from the vestry. He 
donned the garment and walked down the 
street wearing it. 
The fellow associated 
with him in the burglary—both were 
drunk—made some jocular remark as to 
his appearance, when Pat. ejaculating “ve’d 
insult the Bishop, would yer?” knocked 
him down, and the fight that ensued led to 
their arrest and conviction. 


Superior .Judge o f Sail Joaquin. 
Judge Patterson, of San Joaquin county, 
has sent his resignation to Governor Stone- 
man, to take effect next Monday, in conse­ 
quence of his election to the Supreme 
Bench.

The 
C hinese 
K idnaping 
Case 
Before 
Judge H enley. 
The case of The People vs. Chin Alt Fee, 
Chin Ah Nong, Charley Leek and Dye 
Chov, for the crime of kidnaping, came up 
for hearing before Justice Henley at 10 a. 
m. yesterday. City Attorney Hart, District 
Attorney Buckley and Elwood Breuner ap­ 
peared for the people, and W. A. Anderson 
for the defendants. The latter stated that 
he had been retained only a few moments 
prior to the calling of the case, and was not 
ready to proceed. After some discussion, 
the case was no tpoued until 1:30 p. m . to 
allow counsel for defense to make necessary 
preparations. 
The case was called in the afternoon, all 
the attorneys present and announcing their 
readiness to proceed. Court was held in 
the Police Court-room. The building was 
crowded with Chinamen, there being at 
least 200 oi them in and around the place. 
The prosecuting witness, Mrs. Ah Gong, 
appeared in “ Melican dress.’ 
Her suit 
of black was made in the latest style, with 
“ pull back” and “ bustle attachments,” 
some portions “ cut bias.” 
Her hair was 
“ a la pompadour,” her hat “ jockey style; 
gloves, “ seven-button kid ; vail, “ crushed 
strawberry;” gaiters, “ a la Congress.” 
There were other interesting points that no 
doubt would have captivated the “ fashion 
editor,” but the ordinary “ Court reporter 
was not equal to the occasion. He “caught 
on ” to the fact, however, that the Court 
and counsel and the uews-gatherers were 
considerably “ mashed,” and Mr. Ah Gong 
smiled “ childlike and bland” when he 
observed the admiration of his Caucasian 
friends for.his almond-eyed beauty. Mrs. 
Ah Gong was not insensible to the fact that 
her “ make up ” was a “ stunner,” for she 
smiled on the admiring attorneys in the 
case in a manner that would hove done 
credit to any of the little Japanese beauties 
who so often favor us with “ Three Little 
Maids from School.” 
This case has been before the public so 
often, and so thoroughly ventilated in the 
public press, that almost every one is fa­ 
miliar with its principal features. 
The first witness on behalf of the people 
was Rev. F. J. Masters, Superintendent of 
the Methodist Chinese Mission in San 
Francisco, and who speaks the Chinese 
language very fluently. He stated that he 
was acquai.tei with one of the defend­ 
ants—Chin Ah Fee. He was also ac­ 
quainted with the prosecuting witness. He 
married her to Ah Gong at the Chinese 
Mission in San Francisco. Ah Gong was 
steward on the United States steamship 
Ranger. Last month witness came to Sac­ 
ramento, alter hearing that Ah Gong's wife 
had been kidnaped while he was at sea. 
He met Chin Ah Fee at the city prison. 
Chin Fee said to him, “ 1 am the brother of 
her husband.” Witness did not know that 
Ah Gong had a brother, and tested Chin 
Fee’s knowledge regarding Ah Gong. All 
questions were answered in the Chinese 
language very satisfactorily. 
Chin Fee 
added : “ We had the same father, but 
different mothers. Our father had two 
wives.” He saw Chin Fee in Justice Post's 
Court. He accompanied witness and Mrs. 
Ah Gong from the Court-room,alter the case 
was dismissed, to C. II. Dunn’s office. 
Witness, fearing that all was not quite 
right, advised Mrs. Ah (Jong to return to 
San Francisco with him. Chin Fee said: 
“She is my brother s wife, and I feel it my 
duty to care for her.” Addressing witness, 
Chin Fee added : “You need not fear to 
leave her in my charge. She will stay with 
my wife to-night, and I will take her to 
Vallejo .to-morrow morning.” 
Mrs. Ah 
Gong seemed to believe what Chin Fee 
said. She remarked that she had a very 
bad headache, and would go with him. 
Witness again urged the woman to return 
with him to San Francisco, remarking to 
her that Sacramento, especially the Chi­ 
nese part ot it, was a very bad town. 
She 
however decided to remain. 
Mrs. Ah Gong next testified. She said 
she was 18 years of age. Was married and 
lived in Vallejo. About a month ago, late 
in the afternoon, she was going up the 
stairs of hei residence,when two men came 
up and a Chinaman seized her by her dress 
and hair. She was told she was charged 
with stealing a bracelet, and a Sacramento 
officer, accompanied by two Chinamen, put 
her on a train and started for this city. At 
a station en route Chin Fee got on board 
and told her in Chinese that he was her 
husband’s brother, and that her husband 
gave him $30 at San Diego to give her, at 
the same time handing her the money. 
Witness added : “ I was crying at the time, 
and took the money. The two Chinamen 
that were with officer Sullivan had told me 
that they intended to whip and kill me.” 
Chin Ah Fee called witness by her name 
when he first spoke to her, and, knowing 
that her 
husband was in San Diego, 
she believed 
his 
story. 
He 
visited 
her 
in 
the 
jail 
to 
which 
she 
was taken when she arrived in this 
city, and said: 
“ Don’t yon fear. 
I am 
your husband’s brother. Don't be afraid; 
and if there is any trouble I will take care 
of yon. Don’t you go with Masters, but 
stay with me.” Witness then corroborated 
Masters’ testimony regarding conversations 
between the three, and gave her experience 
after leaving Masters, and going with Chin 
Fee into Chinatown. She was taken up 
into the second story of a building, where 
she sawr several Chinese women. She was 
pven something to eat, and a few hours 
ater was visited by Chin Fee, who de­ 
manded the $30 h e ‘had given her, saying 
$15 was for attorney’s fees and $15 for fare 
to Vallejo. She gave him the money, and 
he left. Shortly afterwards he returned, 
saving to her that parties were on her 
track, and would sell her if they found her. 
He said he had the tickets for Vallejo. He 
ave her a pair of blankets to put around 
her. and a man's hat for her head, and in 
this disguise put her in a wagon, as she 
supposed, to take her to the depot. She was 
taken some miles into the country, to a 
Chinese hut, and kicked into a hole 
iu 
the 
ground 
beneath 
the 
floor, 
and 
the 
floor 
fastened 
down 
again. 
She 
was 
kept 
there 
a day 
and 
a 
half. 
She 
was 
put 
in 
this dark, damp dungeon eight different 
times, robbed ot her money, some $50, and 
her watch and chain and a gold ring, and 
treated in the manner in which all Chinese 
women are treated by their owners in Cali­ 
fornia. She gave minute details of all the 
horrors of her captivity, and of her joy 
when her husband rescued her. 
Ah Gong, the husband of the much- 
abused woman, was the next witness. He 
is a fine-looking Chinaman, gigantic in 
size, an apparent Apollo in form. Hespeaks 
English very fluently, and seems to he 
thoroughly posted in politics, having de­ 
cided leanings 
toward the Republican 
parly. He knows all about Uncle Sam's 
navy, and speaks of nautical matters as 
glibly as an " old salt." He told all about 
his marriage and honeymoon, of his in­ 
satiable grief on learning of the stealing of 
his wife, ot the red-tape that he had to go 
through with in order to-get a thirty-days’ 
furlough, and of his unspeakable joy on 
finding his “ better half.” 
Speaking of 
Chin Fee, he said: “ When we approached 
the house Chin Fee run—he run like a rat. 
I did not follow him, but first looked for 
and found my wife.” He says he is in no 
way related to Chin Fee. and never saw 
him before that day in his life. 
After hearing one or two other witnesses 
on minor points the Court adjourned to 9

The highest and lowest Signal Service 
temperature yesterday was 60° and 44° 
with light to fresh southerly winds anc 
cloudy to fair weather prevailing. 
United States Commissioner Robinson has 
received money for the pay of United States 
Marshals employed at the recent general 
election. The Supervisors’ pay has not yet 
arrived. 
The Board of Trade has decided to ob­ 
serve to-morrow as “ collection day,” as 
Saturday will he Christmas, and the mer­ 
cantile community are requested to do 
likewise.

T errib le E xperiences by a W reck ed Crew 
on th e N orth C oast. 
V ic to ria . D ecem ber 22d.—T h e bark E lla 
S. T hayer, Captain M atheson, sprung a leak 
on th e 15:h, w hen 150 m iles off Cape F la t­ 
tery. D uring the terrible gale on th e m o rn ­ 
ing oi th e 16th th e seas washed th e deck of 
the vessel clear o f everything b u t th e bul­ 
w arks, skylights, and p art o f tb e after­ 
house, w here the crew were, it being im ­ 
possible to keep on the m ain deck. 
T he 
m en all saved them selves, w ith th e excep­ 
tion of th e second m ate, w ho was w ashed 
overboard. 
H e caught ho ld o f th e m ain 
braces, and was pulled on board again, fear­ 
fully injured on th e head. 
F rom 8 t a l l 
o'clock the w ater gained six feet, w ill all 
th e pum ps going. O nly one boat rem ained, 
an d it was dam aged. 
A piece o f canvas 
was placed over th e leak, an d the Captain 
an d crew of fifteen m en crow ded in to it. 
FOR THREE DAYS AND NIGHTS 
T hey rowed and sailed thro u g h th e rough 
sea, U sing blankets and oars for sails. 
They- were w ithout w ater for thirty-six 
hours, and w ithout food for tw enty-four 
hours. 
W hen about th irty m iles iro'm the 
cape th e b ark V on M oltke cam e in sight, 
and th e fam ished crew were taken aboard 
an d brought to this port. 
T hey saved 
n o th in g b u t th e clothes they had on. T be 
boat in w hich th ey left th e ship is tw enty 
feet long, and 
only couiforiably holds 
eight. 
I t is alm ost incredible th a t so large 
a n um ber escaped in it. 
T h e crew were 
k in dly taken care of h ere by A m erican 
Consul Stevens. T he vessel w as ow ned by 
C. A . Nelson, o f San Francisco, for w hich 
port she was bound w ith 1,300 tons o f coal 
from T a c o m a ._____________
